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FIGHTING THE MAGNA OHARTA. 

THE habeas corpus case of Captain Woodward, of 
the British Navy, which we reported last week, has 
resulted very unfortunately for that gentleman in 
more ways than one. Not only has he been obliged 
to pay a fine of $250 and heavy costs, but he is sub- 
ject to a suit for damages. That his victim should 
be disposed to pursue his advantage ia not strange, 
for he was certainly treated most outrageously, con- 
sidering the actual facts. He was a militiaman 
named Thompson, out for training with his bat- 
talion when the police visited the barracks and 
arrested him as a naval deserter named Floyd, for 
whom a reward was offered. He asserted most 
positively that he not only was not Floyd, but that 
he had never been in the Navy, so he was locked 
up to give him an opportunity to ‘“‘ make a clean 
breast of it.” He was not allowed to communicate 
with his friends or taken before a magistrate, but 
was sent under escort to Portsmouth and caged on 
the Duke of Wellington, which he stoutly declared 
was not only the first man-of-war but the first ship 
of any kind he had ever had the pleasure ot visit- 
ing. He repeated this statement most positively to 
tne commander, when called before him and ques- 
tioned, and gave the names and addresses of rela- 
tives and a former employer. The next day he was 
examined by Captain Woodward for a mark upon 
his left elbow, which was held to establish his iden- 
tity with Floyd. Thompson declares he protested 
vehemently his innocence. He was marched off 
again to the cage. Next morning, for the third 
time, he was brought before Captain Woodward, 
who asked him if he still persisted in denying that 
he was the deserter, and on his saying that he did, 
the Captain said, ‘‘ Take him back.” He was then 
supplied with prison clothes, which he had to put 
on instead of his militia uniform, and was sent off 
in custody of the harbor police in the prison clothes 
and handcuffed. When he got to Lewes Gaol he 
again stated that he was not Floyd, and that he 
had never been in the Navy, and never deserted. 
But the reply was that Captain Woodward would 
not have sent him to Lewes Gaol if he were not 
guilty. He states that he signed his uame as 
Thompson, and when brought before the Governor 
held to it that that was his name and not Floyd. 

Then the prison chaplain interposed his good 
offices, and finally persuaded Thompson to sign his 
name as Floyd, telling him that he must do so. 
The next morning he was again taken before the 
Governor of the prison, who asked him, ‘‘ Well, 
what is your name now ?” when he again repeated, 
‘* My name is Thompson, sir.” The Governor re- 
plied, ‘‘It is no use your doing this sort of thing; 
you have been found guilty of desertion and must 
be punished. Give him three days’ bread and 
water, and don’t come here with that tale again.” 
Thereupon he went back to his cell, and for three 
days and nights had nothing but bread end water, 
and had an increased quantity of oakum to pick. 
By this time Thompson was nearly ready to call 
himself Floyd or anything else to order, but he not 
unnaturally ventured to speak to a fellow-prisoner 
telling him of his hardships. He was detected and 
was given another three days’ bread and water, and 
the last twenty-four hours of his term of imprison- 
ment was to be passed in a dark cell—that is, soli- 
tary confinement—without exercise and without 
bedding. On two other occasions he had three 
days’ bread and water for similar breaches of dis- 
cipline. At last the time for discharge arrived, 
when he was handcuffed to another discharged 
prisoner and taken from Lewes to Portsmouth. 
There he was put in the harbor cells for a time and 
permitted to change his prison clothes for the 
militia uniform, and was then taken on board the 
Duke of Wellington. He was then told off to a 
mess, and among the blue jackets on the lower deck 
to whom he told his tale he found a native of Cov- 
entry, where he was born, who had been an old 
schoolfellow of his. These men were so impressed 
by the injustice that they recommended him to put 
the matter in the hands of a solicitor. About this 
time Uaptain Woodward appears to have had some 
doubts as to whether the man was Thompson or 
Floyd, and he was again brought before him, when 
he asked the Captain if he would write home to his 
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parents. A few days afterwards the solicitor came 
on board, and Thompson was again brought before 
the Oaptain and examined, and at the conclusion 
of the inquiry he alleges that Captain Woedward 
asked him if he would not like to take up Floyd’s 
name, as he had a good many years’ service that 
would count. ‘It would be the making of you,”’ 
he said. 

The unhappy Thompson had suffered so much 
vicariously for the delinquent Floyd that he had 
no disposition to be adopted into his family, so he 
stoutly maintained that he was Thompson with a p. 
Next, he was suddenly ordered to get ready, was 
taken on shore and sent off under escort to Derby 
to join his militia regiment, and then he was 
brought back again under escort to attend the 
court, having en route been taken te the police 
station at Nottingham, where he was locked up, 
after which he was taken to London in charge of a 
corporal of marines, and came before the law 
courts, which promptly turned the tables upon his 
custodian and fined him £50 for violating the rights 
of acitizen under England’s great charter. Captain 
Woodward has doubtless concluded that the cost of 
a letter, or even of a telegram, to some of the ad- 
dresses Thompson gave him would have been a cheap 
investment. However, it is to be said that he has 
thus far had no opportunity to be heard, and it 
seems hardly possible that an officer of experience 
would disregard ordinary precautions in identify- 
ivg a deserter. Thompson may prove to be Floyd 
after all, in which case his history will only serve 
to show that a lie well stuck to is, for atime at 
least, as good as thetruth. From the statements 
jn the service papers of England, we fear that Cap- 
tain Woodward is without lega! defence, and his 
friends are proposing a subscription to relieve him 
of the burden of his fine.

NORTH DAKOTA'S FIELD DAY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE past week has been a memorable one out here. 
Bismarck’s long-heralded big Fourth of July isa 
thing of the past, and while it was really nothing 
more than a big hippodrome engineer by her 
tradeepeople to corral pleasure seekers and give the 
town prestige in its fight to continue as a capital, 
there was sufficient matter of interest to the Service 
to make it a “ fat take” fur your correspondent. 

In the firat place, authority for sending them to 
the show having been obtained, it entailed a prac- 
tice warch for most of the Fort Yates garrison. On 
June 30 a battalion, comprising about 60 troopers, 
selected from F and G, 8th Cavalry, bearing the 
guidon of Troop G, with Cos. H and G, 12th Infan- 
try, were ordered from Fort Yates to Bismarck. 
The battalion was under command of Capt. E. G. 
Fechét, 8th Cavairy, with Ist Lieut. Chas. W. Abbott, 
Jr., Adjutant, 12th infantry, as Adjutant and Q. M. 
The cavalry was officered by 2d Lieut. M. F. Steele, 
8th Cavairy, with 2d Lieut, W. E. Ayer, 12th Infan- 
try, attached, while Cos. Hand G, 12th Infantry, 
had with them their respective company com- 
manders, Ist Lieut. Palmer G@. Wood and 2d Lieut. 
David J. Baker, Jr. The infantry contingent marched 
from Fort Yates on the afternoon of June 30 to Bat- 
tle Creek, distant about eight miles, where they 
a their tents. On the following morning they 

roke camp and marched 20 miles to the Cannon 
Ball River, encamping at the Parkin ranch, where 
the troopers, who left Yates that morning, joined 
them. The genial proprietor of this widely known 
ranch being absent from home, things were not 
made as pleusant as they might have been for the in- 
vaders. However, the boys were not long in finding 
out that Sequin’s were taken in exchange for Hos- 
tetter’s Bitters, and, their being no medical officer 
with the battalion, were not slow in prescribing for 
themselves, nor in discovering for the bitters a new 
therapeutic value, that of healing sore feet. 

At daybreak of the 2d, the march was again taken 
up and 25 miles covered, the spot selected for the 
encampment being on the Missour River bank, just 
north of the Little Heart. Thiscamp was augmented 
by the arrival from Standing Rock Agency of about 
20 lodges, embracing Sittiug Bull, Gall, and others 
of the first families of Dakota, who, having been 
without a fesst of note for some moons, were en 
route to Bismarck to join in the parade. They 
pitched their tents alongside of those of the troops, 
and with the aboriginal camp and garrison effects 
added, the place presented a most picturesque ap- 
pearance as viewed before reveille by your corre- 
spondent. 

From here, on the morning of the 3d, the march 
was resumed to Mandan, distant about 10 miles, 
whicb was reached at 11 a. M., after ashort halt at 
Fort Abraham Lincoln. From Mandan the battalion 
was conveyed by rail to Bismarck, where their tents 
were pitched at old Camp Hancock, preparatory to 
taking part in the parade of the 4th. 

The morning of the 4th found Bismarck in gala 
attire, miles of bunting, and red, white and blue 
calico having been used to produce an effect which 
was certainly patriotic—but provincial. 

The Fort Yates battalion was the first to appear, 
in full uniform, ready tor the parade. Then the 
band and two companies of the Ist Regt., D. N. G. 
turned up. The band and one company was in 

full, the other company in fatigue dress. 

The drum major of the D. N. G. cut a wide 
swath for a short time until the train bearing the 
troops from Fort Abraham Lincoln came in and the 
band of the 12th U. S. Infantry disembarked. When 
Drum Major Roberts, of the 12th, who is considered 
something of an Adonis, stepped out, attired in his 
four-story bearskin hat and scarlet coat, the militia 
staff-wielder, whoee head gear was only a regula- 
tion spiked helmet, took a back seat, and judging 
from the manner in which he observed his distances 
on the line of march, seemed to have been over- 
come by the bearskin. 

The Fort Lincoln garrison comprised Co. F, 12th 
Inf., under command of Ist Lieut. Wallis O. Clark, 
and Co. I, 22d Inf., commanded by 2d Lieut. Bard P. 
Schenck, 12th [nf., lst Lieut. Aifred C. Sharpe, of 
the latter organization, being a mounted aid to the 
Grand Marshal. Thiscommand was conveyed by 
boat from Fort Lincoln to Bismarck River landing 
and thence by rail to Main street. 

At 10a. M. the procession was formed. At its head 
rode the Grand Marshal, Major William H. Powell, 
22d Invf., with his aides, Co . A. Bentley, D. N. G., 
Ist Lieut. A. C. Sharpe, 22d Inf., and Cadet Corpl. 
Richmond Pitman, University of Minnesota. 

Following these came the Band, 12th Inf., F. Henri 
Greissinger, leader, and, in the order showpr, Capt. 
E. G. Fechét, 8th Cav., commanding battalion U. 8. 
Troops, and his staff; trumpeters of Troops F and 
G, 8th Cav.; battalion of the 12th and 22d Inf.; 
Grand Army posts, and some other novel and strik- 
ing features. One in particular was a cavalcade of 
42 young ladies, all apparently at home in the sad- 
dle, and designed to represent the new Union of 
States. Of them, 38 were attired in tbe conventional 
Yankee Doodle uniform with white muslin sash on 
which was printed the name of one of the older 
States; the other four wore semi-bridal costumes 
and were labelled, respectively, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana, and Washington. The red, 
white, and blue misses rode in column of twos, so as 
doubtless to make more prominent the brides who 
formed a set of fours iu the centre of the line. 

In contrast to these pale-face “squaws,” were 
the Indians from Standing Rock Agency who fol- 
fowed in the next division. The chiefs were in full 
war paint and bonvets and marched in platoons. 
The manner in which they kept step to the music 
and observed their alignment was simply phenom- 
enal, and all the praise for “pride of bearing,” 
which one critics yield to the militia but 
won't concede to the Army, could truthfully be 
applied to these savages. The Standing Rock In- 
dian police and their judiciary, followed by several 
dusky maidens of the forest, witha dog litter or 
travois closed this division. 

The band and two companies, D. N.G., headed 
the last division, made up of the fire department, 
HAY whose ap tus red, white and blue held 
high carnival. The militia did not loom up very 
Jarge. Judged by their “strength present,” they 
were certainly in their teens, although there was 

rently no lack of officers and non-coms. One 





appa y 
of the latter with a quartermaster sergeant’s chev- ! 


rons carried a rifle, and thus heroically completed 
aset of fours, while no less a Spartan was their 
field officer, who walked with the boys in a proces- 
sion largely made up of transportation. 

The line of march was from Camp Hancock 
through the principal streets to the Capito! and re- 
turn to Main street. The marching of the troops 
from Lincoln and Yates, especially in view of the 
four days’ tramp of the latter, was the subject of 
unqualified praise. At intervals the company front 
was changed to column of fours and again resumed, 
to the delight of the spectators. The cavalry, in 
four platoons reaching from curb to curb, seemed, 
however, to create the most awe. Lieut. Ayer, of 
the 12th Foot, in bis make-up as a trooper was 
pronounced comme il faut. 

The procession being dismissed the troops were 
invited to a picnic repast prepared for them by the 
libera! citizens of Bismarck. Most of those who par- 
took of it were found during the next hour insearch 
of hotels or restaurants, where dinner was to be 
had. Co. F, 12th Iof., bad a streak of bad luck. 
Their company commander, Capt. James Halloran, 
who wasleftin command at Fort A. Linvoln, had 
provided for them one of the blow out dinners for 
which bis organization has grown famous here, and 
the company was to have returned to Lincoln after 
the parade to purtake of it. When they reached the 
river landing the wind was blowing a gale and nav- 
igation being impracticable they had to remain on 
the Bismarck side, so that their 5 o'clock dinner was 
a failure. 

The Fort Yates battalion left Bismarck on their 
return march on the afternoon of the 5th, remain- 
ing that night at Fort Abraham Lincoln, and pro- 
ceeding thence, covering the same distances and en- 
camping on the same ground as on their northward 
march, arrived at their station on the 9th. 

The 12th Inf. Band spent several days at Fort Lin- 
coln, playing at guard mounting and treating the 
garrison to several choice concerts. They madea 
big hit at Bismarck. 

The Fort Yates base ball nine played a great game 
with the Bismarcks, but their tramp and the fatigue 
of the parade had put them in bad form, and the 
Capitolians won the game. 

The presence of the troops at Bismarck and their 
conduct throughout reflected great credit upon the 
Service, but one event occurring to dim its lustre, 
as it were, and that was an affair between an officer 
and an enlisted man concerning which the newspa- 
pers on the Northwestern circuit bave given vari- 
ous accounts and about which, for manifest reasons, 
nothing further can be said ia this epistle. + *

PENALTY ENVELOPE. 


Under the provisions of, and in the manner indicated by, 
the act of March 3, 1277 (19 Stats., 335), the use by officers of 
the penalty envelope in qetscupondense relating to the busi- 
ness of a post canteen is authorized.—[ Decision acting Sec. 
War, letter June 17, 80-3203 A. G. O., 1889.] 


CIVILIAN CLOTHING. 

Under paragraph 1829, Regulations of 1889, the post com- 
mander has authority to grant permission, at his discretion, 
to the enlisted men of bis command to wear civilian cloth- 
ing outside the limits of camp or garrison. 

Under paragraph 265, Regulations of 1889, the soldier does 
not by -y 4 such clothing in bis possession in garrison, but 
turns it in for custody. But the regulation is not violated 
if the civilian clothing be kept outside such limits.—{ Decision 
Maj. Gen. Comdg. Army, letter June 11, 89—3064 A. G. O., 1889.]

ORDERS, WAR DEPARTMENT, July 3, 1889. 


Calls the attention of the chiefs of bureaus to the 
provision in the act making appropriation tosupply 
deficiencies, etc., approved March 2, 1889 (25 Stat., 
912), and to the following changes made in the cus 
tody of records and the distribution ef employees: 


1. The records, files and property of the Record and Pen- 
sion Division of tte Surgeon-General’s Office (except the 
Statistical Branch and the current medical records of the 
Army), and of the following divisions of the Vol. Enlisted 
Branch of the A. G. O., viz: Vol. Rolls and Returns (ist and 
2d Divisions), Priseaers of War, Vol. Registers and Pension 
Record, and the persons now employed therein, are trans- 
ferred to a division of the office of the Secretary of War to 
be known as the “ ord and Pension Division of the War 
Department.” The laboratory, the Statistical Subdivision, 
and the current medical records of the Medical Department 
of the Army, with the persons employed on the work, now 
_% the building on Tenth street, will be transferred else- 
where. 

2. To economize space needed in the transaction of the 
public business, the divisions baving cha of stationery 
and miscellaneous supplies in the several bureaus, except 
the Signal Office, will be discontinued as rapidly as possible, 
and heteafter a supply of such articles only as may 
needed for current demands will be kept on band ip the 
divisions, branches and subdivisions of the several bureaus 
and offices of the department. The library of tbe depart- 
meot is easily accessible and open at all times during busi- 
ness hours for official purposes. Chiefs of bureaus are 
therefore requested to transfer to said library such books in 
their respective libraries as are not works of reference for 
professional, ecientitic or official purposes. 

. Capt. F. C. Ainsworth, asst. sure., U.S. A.. will report 
1o the Secretary of War, and will be responsible for the 
prompt execution of the work required by the act of March 
2, 1889. The clerks and other employees mentioued 1n para- 
graph 1 will report to bim for duty. 


“Orders” of July 16, 1889, direct as follows: 


lf the work in any of the bureaus or offices of the depart 
ment does not require fcr its performacce the‘eatire time of 
the persons —e~ (excepting the usual leaves of ab- 
sence), the fact will be reported to the Secretary of War. 
in order that those not fullv employed mav be transferred 
tothe Record and Pension Division of the War Department, 
where the services of every available man ure urgently 
needed, not only in answering cails for information, but tor 
tae sperdy completion of the work of card-incexing the 
rolls and other records, by which means the records of the 
volunteer forces will be saved from impending destruction 
resulting from the constant handling to which they have 

nD and now are subjected. 

To economize labor, and thus enable clerks to be spared 
from the several bureaus and offices for this work, it is or 
dered that any work not directly or indirectly necessary in 
the transaction of current business shall be suspended ; 
also, that the most direct methods shal! be adopted in the 
transsction of the _ business, avoiding all unnecessary 
routine ; and in calling for information for the adjustment 
of pending cases the calls must be limited to essential 
matters, eo as to save time and work in making and answer- 
iug the same.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE name Hood has been given to the most power- 
ful of England’s new battleships. She is to 
have engines of 20,000 horse-power, and a displace- 
ment of 14,600 tons. 

THE detailed plans, hull, and machinery for the 
3,000 tous Thomas cruiser have been completed, and 
will shortly be in the hands of prospective bidders. 
The plans for the 7,000 ton cruiser are progressiug 
favorably. 

THE Board of which Commodore Walker is presi- 
dent, recently appointed to make speed and turning 
trials of all the new Government vessels, will begin 
with the Boston the early part of next week. This 
vessel is now in dock at the Brooklyn yard having 
her bottom scraped preparatory to this trial. 

SecRETARY TRACY has ended a controversy that 
recently arose ‘n the Washington Navy-yard as to 
the need of the services of Mr. J. W. Puggsley, who 
was superintendent of the construction of the new 
ordnance shop, by adhering to his orginal action 
in dispensing with the superintendent’s services. 
Mr. Puggsiey blamed Captain Folger for his dis- 
charge and, after making strenuous efforcs to be re- 
tained. succeeded in getting Secretary Travy to re- 
fer his case to Captain Meade for report, but the 
Secretary in the end decided to abolish the office, 
believing that the new buildings were sufficiently 
well advanced to be completed without the services 
of an expert at $10 per day. 

Tue British man-of-war Trafalgar has just had 
another speed trial. The run was for four hours’ 
duration, the engines A age ge throughout under 
forced draught. Theship h’d to make four runs 
on the measured mile, the mean speed giving a rate 
of 17.28 knots per hour, which is considered excep- 
tionally fast for a heavy turret ship of 12,000 tons 
displacement and 75 feet beam, and drawing 27 feet 
of water. Therate was more than three-quarters 
of a knot in excess of the contract. As with the 
8 obtained, so with the horse power developed. 

he Admiralty bargained with Messrs. Humphreys 
and Tennant, the builders of the machinery, for 
12,000 collective horse power at torced draft. The 
engines in the very first half hour of the trial gave 
12,511 horse power, and in the last 13,029, giving 4 
mean collective horse power for the whole trial of 
12,818, or nearly 1,000 horse power above the stipu- 
lated amount.

Tue Board of which Commo. McCann is president, 
charged wiih the duty of selecting a site for a 
Navy-yard on th- Atlantic or Gulf Coast, has re- 
convened at the Navy Department, and are now 
engaged in the preparation of their report. 

THE commandant of the New York Navy-yard 
bas received the necessary iustructions from Wasb- 
ington to proceed with the improvements in Whit- 
ney Basin, for which there is $40,000 available. The 

lans for improvement have all been approved by 
cecretary Tracy. 

ORDERS will be issued in a few days sending the 
Galena to Hayti to relieve one of the vessels sta- 
tioned there, probably the Ossipee. in View of the 
liability of an outbreak of yellow fever, itis not 
considered wise to keep a vessel in these waters at 
this season of the year for more than a month ata 
time. 

Tue board on the revision of navy tactics, Ad- 
wiral Greer, president, met at the Navy Depart- 
ment on Tuesday, and have been in daily session 
since, formulaing a plan for carrying out the impor- 
tant work assigned to it. The task is a large one, 
with many intricate and difficult problems to solve, 
but we believe the hoard is equal to it. 


A DELEGATION of Philadelphians headed by Har- 
bor Master Charles Lawrence, called upon Sec. 
Tracy on Thursday, to secure the detail of an officer 
of command the training ship Saratoga for whose 
maintenance the — of Philadelphia and the State 
of Pennsylvania each make appropriations. Several 
names have beeu suggested to the Secretary, but no 
selection has yet been made. 


A REPORT from Lieut. Comdr. Lyon, command- 
ing the Nipsic, bas been received. The Nipsic 
was at vapne ae waiting coal, which has been 
purchased at Honolulu by Comdr. Green, of the 
Alert.and was to be delivered at Fanning Island 
July 15. The passage of the Nipsic from Apia to 
Fanning Island, while uneventful, was made with 
some difficulty, as ber keel was lost in the hurricane 
and she would go off to leeward in a wind. 


Tue Board—Lieut. T. B. M. Mason, president—ap- 
pointed to consider a scheme for simplifying the 
method of bandling correspondence in the Navy 
Department and its bureaus, have made considera- 
ble progress with their work, and some good results 
may soon be expected. It is proposed to issue a 
book of regulations to govern the treatment of all 
correspondence, which will be circulated through- 
out the Navy, with the view to baving uniformity 
of action throughout the Service. The pew busi- 
ness methods recently adopted by the War Depart- 
ment were carefully examined by the Board, but 
did not meet with much favor, the old methods of 
the same department being considered much pre- 
ferable. 

For experiments with ocean currents subsurface 
floats are to be set adrift, by order of Lieut. Pills- 
bury, of the Navy, for the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. These floats will be made of a 
oneand ahalf-inch square white-painted pine staff, 
and will be about eight teet long. The staff will 
project from one foot to two feet above the surface, 
and will be surmounted by a simple tin vane. It 
will have four galvanized sheet-iron wings at the 
lower end to receive the impulse of ocean currents. 
The staff carries five watertight tubes of glass, each 
held in a mortice by a copper wire. Each tube in- 
closes an envelope addressed to the Department at 
Washington, and containing a leaflet of instruction 
to the finder, who is expected to break open a tube, 
fill the blank, noting position, etc., of the float, for- 
ward this to Washington, and set the float adrift 
again. 

From the Brooklyn Navy-yard this week we learn 
the following: “The Yorktown 1s preparing for a 
trial cruise at sea. The crew have been getting am- 
munition and shell aboard and provisions. On the 
Yantic, which lost her foremast and topmasts in a 
galea few weeks ago, workmen have commenced 
removing the stump of the foremast preparatory to 
fitting a new mast. Her new mast will be several 
feet shorter than the old one, and her main and 
mizzen masts will also be shortened in proportion, 
as it is thought that she may have been slightly top- 
heavy before. She will probably not be ready for 
service before next spring. The Boards of Survey 
on the engines and boilers of the Essex and Brooklyn, 
itis thought, will condemn them. The results of 
the survey on the hull of the Quinnebaug has not yet 
been ascertained. The cruiser Chicago is reestving 
her coat of white paint.” 


THE new cruiser Baltimore returned to Philadel- 
phia July 12 after a three days’ cruise, which is an- 
nounced as bighly oes. Among those on 
board were Capt. W. S. Schley, Lieut. Seaton 
Schroeder, Lieut. W. F. Fullam, and Chief Engi- 
heer Able, | .S. N. In going down the river, the 
run from Walout st. to Brandywine Light, a distance 
of 78 knots, was made in 5 h. and’30 m. The engines 
Were run under natural draughts. The vessel was 

circled” to test her turning powers. The engines 
wererun separately and together. Every kind of 
manceuvre was tried, and in each case it was found 
that all parts worked in perfect harmony. In 
steering she did well. Running at the rate of 17 
knots an hour it was found that she could complete 
the circle in 3 minutes and 45 seconds. The artifi- 
cial draughts were used for this trial, but not to 
their full power; but one or two runs were made 
at tull speed. No efforts were made to put her to 
the four-hour test nor to develop the full horse 
power. A five-knot run was made under @ pres- 
sure of 8,780 horse power at the rate of 19 knots an 
hour, The run from Buoy No. 14 to Ship Jobn 
Light, a distance of 4.75 miles, was made at the rate 
of 17 knots under natural draughts. About 160 
tons of coal were burned on the trip. No 
rough weather was experienced, and there 
was therefore no chance for testing the 
stability of the ship in a heavy sea. The 
contracy called for 9,000 horse power, but from

results obtained on the trip it is estimated that the 


power can be run up to 10,000, which would give the 
firm $f00,000 in ; remium. 

THE last seasion of Congress appropriated $5,000 to 
defray the expeuse of an expedition of scientists, to 
be sent under the auspices of the Secretary of the 
Navy, to the west coast of Africa to observe the to- 
tal eclipse of the sun that will be visible there Dec. 
22. The preliminary details of the expeditiou have 
been arranged at the Navy Department. It was de- 
cided to divide the expedition into two parties, one 
under the direction of Prof. Todd, of Amherst Col- 
lege, and the other under Mr. Jos. Russell, of Wash- 
ington City. The expedition will leave the United 
States about Oct. 1 in a Government vessel, proba- 
bly the new steel cruiser Baltimore, and will pro- 
ceed to St. Paul de Loanda, the capital of the Portu- 
guese possessions on the west coast of Africa. Inthe 
meantime this Government will have obtained per- 
mission of the Portuguese Government for them to 
land. They will leave t! e cruiser at St. Paul de Lo- 
anda and proceed inland until they get beyond the 
malarial belt on the coast. The expedition will be 
accompapied by a guard of marines to protect the 
instruments from being meddled with or stolen. 
The line of the ceutre of totality will enter the coast 
at a point about 100 milea south of St. Paul de Lo- 
anda and pass directly over the points where sta- 
tions will pe placed. 

THERE is no official report as to the trials of the 
gunboat Petrel which took place this week. Advices 
from Baltimore state that she left the latter city on 
her first trial July 13. On reaching the capes the 
water was exceedingly rough. The boat was put 
through various manceuvres and rode the sea well. 
With the throttle half open, she logged about 134% 
knots per bour. The secondary link strap of the low 
pressure valve gear broke und the trial, for the 
time, had to be suspended. The vessel then came 
to Baltimore, arriving July 16. The second trial 
took place on July 18, and a telegram announces the 
result as follows: “The seeond trial of the Petrel 
was not an entirely satisfactory test. The vessel 
went down the bay on the morning of July 18. The 
required 1,100 b. p. was developed, but was nct 
maintained. The average rate of s attained was 
1.7 knots. Going abead at seven knots the engines 
were stopped in five seconds, backed in three min- 
utes, and the ship gathered steruboard in three miu 
utes and twenty seconds. With ship in dead water, 
with helm hard a-starboard, the engines were 
started ahead at full speed, making about six knots, 
and the vessel made a complete circle in five min- 
utes and forty seconds. Under tbesame conditions, 
witb belm bard a-port, the circle was made in seven 
minutes and fifteen seconds,

THE retirement of Colonel Wm. W. Burns and 
Colonel Amos Beckwith, Subsistence Department, 
en September 3 and October 4 next respectively, 
precipitated at this time the changes in selections 
of officers of this Department announced in special 
orders this week. These retirements open the way 
for the only two staff appointments the President 
will have, in the ordinary course, during the year. 








THE Ordnance Department, U.8. Army, has ad- 
vertised for proposals for the fabrication of a steel 
wire-wound 10-inch breech-loading gun on the 
Woodbriige system, also for three steel hoops and 
perts of boop mechanism.

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THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 

REVUE D’ARTILLERIE 1n its June issue devotes a 
number of pages to a very interesting summary, 
prepared by Captain Veyrines, of the French Artil- 
lery, of the contributions to the Military Depart- 
ment of the Paris Exposition. In this, a larger 
space and a more pronounced credit is conceded to 
the contribution from the United States than to 
those from any European power. The absence of 
exhibits of heavy ordnance from Krupp’s establish- 
ment at Eesen and of turret-plates and rapid firmg 
guns from the great Gruson works at Madgeburg 
was to have been expected after the refusal of Ger- 
many and Austria to recognize the fact of the Ex. 
position; still, several German and Austrian manu- 
facturers of plant and special tools are represented. 
Among the notable contributions from the United 
States is a very fine collection of process tools from 
the well-known shops of Brown and Sharpe, of Pro- 
vidence, R. I.; a line of machines for gun work 
from William Sellers and Co., of Philadelphia; the 
wonderfully ingenious forming and rolling device 
of Simonds and ©o., of Fitchburg, Mass., and 
the powerful press of Stiles and Parker. The 
Pratt and Whitney Co. does not seem to be 
represented, though heretofore an exhibitor. 

Among the small arms contributed to the Ameri- 
can section of the Exposition, Revue refers with 
marked admiration to the revolver exhibit of Smith 
and Wesson, and to that of the Colt Patent Fire 
Arms Manufacturing Company. The Winchester 
repeating rifle also receives a notice. The cartridge 
and ammunition exhibit of the Union Metallic 
Cartridge Company is spoken of in terms of praise, 
both for its comprehensiveness and the excellence 
of its material. The exhibit of Hotchkiss rapid- 
firing guns and revolving cannon, carriages, and 
ammunition is a large and attractive one; but it is 
contributed by the Société anonyme des anciens 
establishments Hotchkiss et Cie, and does uot fairly 
illustrate the improved system Hotchkiss, as it 
is being produced for the Navy Department by the 
Pratt and Whitney Company at Hartford. The 
electric-welding process of the Thomson-Houston 
Electric Company, though not immediately relating 
to military science, is also noticed by Captain Veyr- 
ines, who suggests its possibilities which have 
already been demonstrated in this country. 

Messrs. E. Bernard and Oo., Paris, announced in 
the advertising columns of the JouRNAL last week 
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that they are about to publish ‘‘Revue Technique 
de L’Exposition Universelle de 1839,” by Ch. Vig: 
reux Fils, Secretaire de la Rédaction, ete. It is to 
appear in 12 or 15 volumes, the subjects of which 
are announced m the prospectus, which we com- 
mend to the attention of our readers. They are: 1. 
Metallic constructions in modern architecture; 2. 
Architecture; 3. Great public works: 4. Metallurgy; 
5. Railroads; 6. Steam boilers and engines; 7. 
Machines in general; 8. Electricity; 9. The Navy; 
10. Industrial arts; 11. Industrial chemistry; 12. 
Horlogy. The price complete is 150 francs. 
Under the heading of ‘‘La Marine” are included 
naval constructions, war, commerce, armor, tor- 
pedoes and torpedo boats, military arts, modern 
artillery and fortifications, armor plates, projec- 
tiles, small arms, pyrotechnice, aereostation, sani- 
tary ballooning, life saving and fire extinguishing 
material. The subject of explosives is treated in 
the volume on chemistry. 

The work promises to be a very valuable one. 
Among the distinguished engineers thus far an- 
nounced as taking part in its preparation are: 
L. Appert, Bougarel, Bourdais, Bourdon, Burguion, 
Cacheux, Chalon, E. Decauville, Contamin, Cornut, 
G. Dumont, Flamant, A. Gouilly, Hillairet, Jarry, 
P. Regnard, G. Richard, L. Vigreux, and G. Yon, 
aeronautic engineer. Also the Architects Datert, 
Emile Trélat, Prof. Selle, Horsin-Déon jeune, officer 
of territorial artillery, Drs. Tommasi and A. Witz. 








THE order directing the seven non-commissioned 
officers who successfully passed departmental boards 
during the present year for appointment to 2d lieu- 
tenancies to appear for final examination before a 
board to be convened at Fort Monroe in October 
next, may be looked for in a few days, and the 
prospects are that these young men will receive 
commissions by Jan. 1, 1890, provided they pass 
the board. It will be necessary, however, to trans- 
fer some of the additional 2d lieutenants in order 
to clear the way for their appointment by that date, 
unless there should be an extraordinarily large 
number of casualties in the artillery. There are 
eight of the surplus graduates assigned to this arm 
and no prospective vacancies during the present 
year. Of the additionals assigned to the cavalry, 
four are still so assigned, while five are attached as 
additionals to the Engineer Corps, making 17 sur- 
plus graduates still awaiting vacancies out of 23 
originally so assigned. The promotions incident to 
Colonel Parker's retirement will carry up Additional 
2d Lieutenant Winslow, and the resignation of 
Captain Griffin, which is expected in September, 
Additional 2d Lieutenant D'Armit. The retire- 
ment this week of Captain Britton, 6th Infantry, 
leaves a vacancy in the infantry, which will be re- 
served for the non-commissioned officers, unless it 
should be decided to transfer one of the additionals 
from the cavalry or artillery. Major-Gen. Schofield 
desires to fill all vacancies in the artillery arm with 
West Point graduates, ané hence will probably 
keep the eight surplus graduates attached to this 
arm until vacancies either occur for them or their 
transfer becomes necessary in order to allow the 
appointment of the non-commissioned officers. 
Under the law as heretofore construed no more 
commissioned officers can be appointed until all che 
surplus graduates have been provided for. 








THE retirement of General William W. Burns, 
Colonel and A. C. G. 8., on Sept. 3 next, will cause 
several changes in the stations of officers of the 


Subsistence Department, U. S. Army, the orders , 


covering which we give this week. General M. P. 
Small, U. S. Army, now at Baltimore will succeed 
General Burns at Governor's Island. 








A CORRESPONDENT suggests that the want of an 
authorized water-proof coat has long been felt in 
the Army, and the use of the oil clothing known as 
“‘shekers” has become almost universal among 
officers and men in the West. The Quartermaster- 


General would confer a great blessing upon all con- 
cerned by getting these coats adopted as part of the 
uniform allowance of clothing. Those for the cav- 
alry should be of the pattern in such general use 
among the stockmen of the plains, and known as 
“saddle slickers,” while for the foot troops the 
plain ‘‘ slicker” would be most appropriate. When ! 








' not in use as a coat, they are a great blessing to any | 


person who is obliged to sleep on damp ground, and 
would replace the rubber blanket and puvchos so 
universally in use during the war. 








On the question of “ Fortifications v. Ships,” 
the Army and Navy Gazette reprints the following 
statement as embodying the position of British 
naval officers who think with Admiral Colomb: 


T. England is not a self-supporting country—that is, it 
must be fed from outside. 

If. Toensure the regul.r supply of raw material, all our 
great mercantile ports must be kept open—that is, free tor 
invres* and egress to merchant vessels. 

IIff. Fortifications, however strong, will not do this, as an 
armed enemy's cruiser has only toiie off these mercantile 
ports, out of range of the defence guns, to capture or 
destroy every supply vessel, which, being unarmed, could 
make no resistance. 

IV. With the navy sufficiently strong, this would be ren- 

dered impossible, as our own cruisers patrolling the sea- 
highways to these ports would either scare away or cap- 
ture hostile vessels attempting the destruction of our food- 
carriers. 
_ V. Therefore, for the reason that our cruisers were hover- 
ing close round, no enemy would attempt a serious attack 
on our ports. knowing well that such an attack would, in 
all probability, end in their owa capture or beiag cut off. 

VI. Hence vast expenditure on forts for Great Britain is 
money thrown away. 

VIL. Argument bringing in the exemple of Continental 
nations to prove the usefulness of fortifications is wrong in 
speaking of our own shores, as all Continental nations are 
self-supporting internally. 

VIII. An enemy waiting fur and cutting off our food- 
supplies never need come within range of one of our land 
guns: he could simply starve us into agreeing to any terms 
without risking the lite of a single man, and without a shot 
being fired from our defenees. 

1X. Tbe same argument precisely applies to Colonial ports 
of supply. and to our coaling-stations. 


Those who reason concerning the United States 
from the example of England in naval matters, 
would do well to note the fact that these condi- 
tions do not apply to thiscountry. We are a self- 
supporting country and independent of outside 
supplies, so that we should have an abundance of 
everything really needed if every port was block- 
aded. 








THE decision in regard to the wearing of civilian 
clothing by enlisted men outside the limits of camp 
or garrison, which we publish this week, is a liberal 
and judicious one, and is calculated to encourage 
the soldier to good behavior, so as to secure the 
privilege. One correspondent already complains 
that under Paragraph 265 of the Regulations the 
“turning in” of the civilian clothing will entail 
much trouble and, besides, nothing is said as to 
whom it shall be turned in. But little im this world 
is done without some trouble, and to turn in the 
clothing to the ist Sergeant on returning from 
pass, furlough, etc., does not seem a very burden- 
some matter, except, perhaps, for the ist Sergeanr; 
who is not likely to complain if the arrangement 
will add to the contentment of the men. 








MAJOR-GENERAL SCHOFIELD remarks in connection 
with the new recruiting detail that, as the reputa- 
tion and usefulness of the Army depend in no small 
degree upon the character and qualifications of the 
men entering its ranks, it is necessary that the offi 
cers charged with the responsible duty of recruiting 
should fully appreciate its vital importance, as well 
as the fact that it is an arduous and exacting duty 
when conscientiously performed, are receiving uni- 
versal approbation. This is a service, which at the 
present day, more than ever, requires special care 
and attention, so that, as far as possible, the worth- 
less material, always eager to enlist at certain 
seasons, may be promptly rejected. 








THe Army Tactical Board have recently written 
to the War Department for authority to continue 
the services of their type writer until December 
next. This would indicate that the completion of 
their work is to continue until then. Nothing 
further has lately been received at the War Depart- 
ment to indicate the progress of the work. 








WE note the recent trial at Fort Lowell, Arizona, 
of a cavalry sergeant for abusing his horse while on 
mounted pass. His frolic cost him his chevrons 
and ten dollars, and doubtless he now regrets that 
mounted passes are authorized. 








ANNUAL reports will soon be in order. 








THE quarterly meeting of the Managers of the 
Home for Disabled Soldiers was held at Boston July 
9, Leonard A. Harris, of Cincinnati, presiding. After 
the meeting the Board of Managers went to Gar- 
diner, Me., to inspect the Eastern branch of the 


Soldier’s Home. 


ACCORDING to some of the daily papers, matters 
, are not rupning very smoothly between the com- 
manding General and the new Adjutant General of 
the Army. According to our information, and it ie 
direct from the fountain-head, their relations, offi- 
cial and otherwise, are unusually harmonious and 
friendly. They are both too liberal in their views, 
fair-minded in their treatment of official and per- 
sonal matters, and too anxious to promote the wel- 
fare of the Army to allow any difference of Opinion 
to interrupt the harmonious spirit that has thus far 
characterized all of their official acts. It was ree 
ported this week that General Schofield and General 
Kelton bad a serious disagreement over the dis- 
charge of certain soldiers from the Washington 
Barracks for the purpose of allowing them to ac- 
cept positions on the District of Columbia police 
force. The Commanding General, it was stated, ob- 
jected to the artillery batteries being depleted in 
this mavner, and that General Kelton, being inter- 
ested in advancement of the condition of the men, 
had appealed from the decision of the Commanding 
General to the Secretary of War. This is wholly un- 
true. The facts are these: Major Moore, of the Dis- 
trict police, being desirous of obtaining good men, 
requested the discharge of 12 enlisted men of the 3d 
Artillery, who he had examined and found qualified. 
Before granting the request and after consultation 
with him, General Schofield had the Adjutant Gen- 
eral request the opinion of the officers at the Wash - 
ington Barracks as to the expediency of granting 
the request. The replies were favorable to eight of 
the men who belonged to the heavy batteries, but 
oppoved to the other four, who were attached to the 
light batteries, for the reason that these batteries 
are soon to go into camp at Mount Gretna and it 
would not be possible to break in recruits by that 
time. The eight were avcordingly discharged, and 
General Schofied and General Kelton both agreed 
to the discharge of the other four after the encamp- 
ment. 


A Lonpon correspondent of the New York Times 
telegraphs July 13: “ All at once, with scarcely @ 
word of warning, England finds herself holding 
councils of war, nervously hurryiog troops to ports 
of embarkation and keeping tbe military factories 
at Woolwich and Enfield at work by night. Osten- 
sibly this new commotion has been stirred up by 
the advance of some five thousand dervishes down 
the Nile towards Wady Haifa. But there is some- 
thiug more serious in the air than a brush with the 
Soudanese. Daily councils of war are being held 
here, and the utmost haste is used to get the other 
regiments in condition for foreign service. There 
is more widespread activity anda vastly greater 
haste than when England was preparing for Wolse- 
ley’s grand expedition to Kbartoum, and it is ridic- 
ulous to assume that all this hurry is occasioned by 
the advent of a few thousand half-shaved, thirst- 
consumed barbarians above the second cataract in 
Upper Egypt. Just what this something else is is 
not at the moment apparent, but it is tolerably safe 
betting that the Connaught Rangers will see the 
Straits of the Dardanelles before they do the mina- 
rets of Alexandria.” 











Tue New York Herald, in an article on the Clan- 
na-Gael Association, which is occupying so much 
attention at present, says: “‘This remarkable or- 
ganization, which has attained such a remarkable 
development, was founded by a remarkable man. 
The founder was Jerome J. Collins, who met his 
death on the Jeannette expedition, in the frozen 
wilds of Siberia, a few years ago. When Collins 
died its hall was draped in mourning and its mem- 
bers turned out in a body to see the remains of 
their old comrade placed aboard the steamer to be 
taken for final interment to Ireland. And, by a 
strange irony of fate, the body of this [rish revolu- 
tionist, the founder of the Clan-na-Gael, was borne 
ashore and escorted to the grave, bya guard of 
honor composed of blue jackets from a British man- 
of-war. They knew nothing of his politics, but they 
recognized a hero.”’ 





A WASHINGTON despatch says: “The trouble in 
recruiting the Metropolitan police from the Army 
and Navy of the United States grows greater as the 
months pass on, and will probably come to a dead- 
lock before many weeks. The major of police wants 
none but the best men he can get. Most of the 
Army officers do not think their duty allows them 
to discharge their best so'diers merely because they 
are offered good places on the Washington police 
force.” 








A Fort Hays correspondent writes: “Our post 
commander has inaugurated quite a useful scheme 
in announcing the uniform of the day by means of 
different flags displayed in front of the command- 
ing officer’s headquarters daily at 84.m. A white 
flag indicates undress uniform; a blue flag, straw 
hats, blue blouses and white trousers; red flag, 
overcoats, and no flag, full dress. The camp color 





displayed means dress parade.” 
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In a communication from Dr. John T. Nagle, 
which appeared in tae ARMy AND NAvyY JOURNAL of 
June 22, 1889, the writer refers to General Hunter’s 
remark that tbe presence of certain dismounted 
cavalry at the battle of Kernstown cortributed to 
the rebel victory that day. Dr. Nagle remarks that 
he thinks this must have been intended to apply to 
dismounted cavalry of the enemy. The expression, 
however, was intended as we quoted it, for General 
Hunter made similar excuses for these men to those 
very properly suggested by Dr. Nagle. Probably 
the essential fault in the matter lay in placing a 
command possessed of so little cohesion in an im- 
portant position. They could hardly have been ex 
pected to stand like well organized troops, and this 
should have prevented their use. When they broke 
in sudden confusion they involved our right in their 
rout, and hence Gen. Hunter’s remark. None of this 
has auything to do with the bravery of the officers 
and men. It wassimply a matter of defective or- 
ganization. There is no reason to think that the 
same men, under different conditions, might not 
have equalled in conduct and bravery the best of 
their comrades on that unfortunate day, when in- 
deed, victory forthe Union arms seemed hardly 
possible. 








CoLoNEL W. P. ORAIGHILL, Corps of Eagineers, 
U.S. A., bas returned to Baltimore, after an ab- 
sence of three months spent in making investiga- 
tions for the Government on the other side of the 
Atlantic. He has been looking up asystem of lifi- 
ing vessels by hydraulic power from one stream to 
another. While in England Col. Craighill visited 
the great shipyards at Chatham, and saw several of 
the iron monsters which the British Government is 
engaged in buildiag. Among cther naval terrors 
he observed was the manmoth cruiser Victoria, 
which will be, when finished, the most formidable 
yessel afloat. The most remarkable thing about 
the huge ship 1s herarmament, as she carries the 
two largest guns ever turaed out from the foundry. 
They are mounted in the same turret, and are cred- 
ited with a weight of 250,000 poucds each. Their 
bore is 1644 inches, and they are of the breech load- 
ing rifle pattern. The cartridges are something 
over six feet long and will dash through the air for 
agreat distance. Col. Craighill says the new ship, 
when completed, can steam up to the mouth of the 
Patapsco and shell Baltimore while lying out of the 
reach of Fort McHenry’s guns. 








AT a recent meeting of the Military Committee of 
the Maryland Exposition Association, baving in 
cbarge the representation of the battle ot North 
Point and the bombardment of Fort McHenry Sep- 
tember 12 and 13, held at the exposition headquar- 
ters, 230 North Charles street, Baltimore, Md., the 
members of the committee present were: General 
Chnton P. Paine, chairman; Lieutenant-Colonel 
L. L. Livingston, U. S. A.; Lieutenant M. F. Jamar, 
U.S. A., and Lieutenant Peter Leary, U.S.A. The 
action of the General Government and the orders 
to Major-General Howard were set forth and letters 
were read from Adjutant-General Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, and Adjutant-General McDonald, of 
Virginia, giving cordial assent to the troops of their 
State being present, and suggesting the commands 
most likely to attend by reason of their close prox- 
imity to Baltimore. 








Tue Alta-California, referring to the recent 
action of the musicians forming the bands attached 
to the Ist, 2d and 3d Regiments of the National 
Guard of California in absenting themselves from 
the parade on the Fourth of July, to which they 
bad been called out in accordance with the laws of 
the State, says: “One who engagesin the military 
service of a State or nation can owe no divided 
allegiance. His whole duty, within the limits of 
that service, belongs to the State and its laws. 
When he elevates above those laws the dictates of a 
body unknown to the laws, he should be drummed 
out of the service and the dishonor attached to him 
thai attaches everywhere to the perjured traitor 
who wilfully violates the iaw he hassworn to obey.” 





Navy Department, has extended to the other side 
of the building, where it is playing fearful havoc in 
the offices of the Secretary of War, Adjutant General 
and Surgeon General. Mr. Proctor has become 
alarmed at thestartling statement from the Pensicn 
Office, to the effect that 30,000 pension eases are 
awaiting settlement because the records cannot be 
furnished by the War Department. He is deter- 
mined to facilitate the work. Last week we an- 
nounced that certain branches of the A. G. O. and 
Surgeon General’s Office had been transferred to the 
Secretary’s Office and Captain Ainsworth placed in 
charge. This new division, well-known as the 
Record and Pension Division of the War Depart- 
ment, has been further augmented by the transfer 
thereto of the remaining branches of the A. G. O. 
having to do with volunteers’ records of both officers 
#nd men. 
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THE New York Herald, in its issue of July 22, gives 
& varrative, by one of its war correspondents, of 
how he brought the news from Chancellorsville of 
the disaster there to the Union arms. The account 
is interesting asan example of journalistic enter- 
prise, but it is sadly marred by its lap:es from his- 
torical fact. The writer says early in the story, that 
the Ckancellorsville campaign was an effort on 
Hookcr’s part to turn Lee’s right, whereas the 
movement was directed to the rebel left. It began, 
he says, by a demonstration on their left, led by 
Sedgwick, yet history records Sedgwick as operat- 
ing on their right. These errors, perhaps, would 
only confuse those unfamiliar with the affair, but 
when he refers to “the disastrous and shameful 
rout of the Twelfth Corps” as the cause of Hooker's 
failure, there are thousands of Slocum's veterans 
that will strongly resent being saddled with the 
special blame that belonged to the llth Corps. The 
entire history of the 12th Corps was glorious, and 
an error such as the above, appearing in the col- 
umns of the Herald, from the pen of one presum- 
ably well po. ted, should be promptly corrected. 








CoLoNneL J. P. NicHouson, of Philadelphia, the 
recorder-in-chief of the Loyal Legion, and Mr. 
Lucien G. Perry, of Kansas, have been selected by 
Secretary Proctor as the civilian members of the 
Board on the Publication of the Rebellion Records. 
The latter has accepted, but Colonel Nicholson is 
not yet decided, preferring to withdraw in favor of 
his friend, Mr. J. W. Kirkley, of the A. G. O., who 
it has been generally supposed for some time would 
secure one of the positions. Colonel Nicholson was 
in Washington this week, in consultation with Sec- 
retary Proctor on the subject, but returned home 
without giving a final answer. Inasmuch as the 
Secretary considers Mr. Kirkley as in the military 
service, and therefore not eligible for the appoint- 
ment (the law providing for civilian experts), it is 
bighly probable that Colonel Nicholson will accept. 
The pay of the civilian experts will be fixed ata 
higher sum than at first proposed, probably $4,000. 








THE “Scientific American Supplement’’ for June 
29 and July 6 publishes an article on “The Structu- 
ral Strength of Seagoing Torpedo Boat No. 1,’ by 
Lieut. F. J. Drake. It is one of the most notable 
studies recently made of the strength of a vessel, 
and with exhaustive calculations of the constants 
of the new seagoing torpedo boat. Eleven illus- 
trations are given with the two articles. Conclud- 
ing the second article Lieut. Drake says: ‘‘Under 
these conditions the structural streugth of seagoing 
torpedo boat No. 1 will undoubtedly prove the effi- 
ciency of its construction, 1f future comparisons 
with European boats are made.”’ 








THERE has recently been organized in New York 
anew association called “The Harlem Southern 
Auld Lang Syne.”” The officers are from Georgiv, 
Virginia, Louisiana and Maryland. In January it 
will celebrate in grand stylsa the birthday of General 
Robert E. Lee, when Governor Fitzhugh Lee and 
Senator Hampton will be present with other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen. There are now in New York 
three Southern societies—The Southern Society, the 
Society of Virginians, and the Harlem Southern 
Auld Lang Syne—and all in a flourishing condition. 
—New Orleans Picayune. 








Tue G. A. R. Executive Committee of Queens 
County, Commander John 8. Power, president, an- 
nounces that on Wednesday next, July 24, the second 
annual reunion of the posts of the G. A. R. of Queens 
County will be held at Grotz’s Willow Grove Park, 
Hammel’s Station, Rockaway Beach, opening at 10 
A. M. and closing at 10P.m. Department Commank.r 
Harrison Clark, and his Adjutant-General, A. R. 
Penfield, are expected to be present. 








THE Naval Academy practice ship Constellation 
was put out of commission at the Norfolk yard on 
July 16, where she is undergoing extensive repairs, 
made necessary by the grounding of the vessel in 
the Chesapeake Bay several weeks ago. She will 
not be in condition for service for several months, 
and meanwhile the Academy is left without a prac- 
tice ship, and the cadets who ought to be at sea are 
enjoying an unexpected leave of absence. 








THE much talked of changes in stations of Assist- 
ant Adjutant Generals were announced on Friday. 
Lieut.-Colonel Samuel Breck is transferred to the 
Adjutant-General’s Office and Lieut.-Colonel H. C. 
Wood to San Francisco as Adjutant-General, Divi- 
sion of the Pacific; Major Merritt Barber to the De- 
partment of Dakota, and Major M. V. Sheridan to 
Omaha, to relieve Lieut.-Colonel Breck as A. G. 
Department of the Platte. Major Thomas Ward is 
relieved from duty in the Office of the Adjutant- 
General and assigned to the Depariment of Co- 
lumbia in the place of Major Barber. With the ex- 
ception of Lieut.-Colonel Breck, the above changes 
wiil take effect October 1, and Lieut.-Colonel Breck 
will be relieved on September 1.

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THE LAND OF THE CROWS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In answer to an article in your paper of June 29, 
signed L. E. Q. and dated Fort Custer, Mont., the 
land of the Crows, permit me to offer a few remarks, 
as the writer seems to have an erroneous impression 
of soldier life. So far as the Crows are concerned. 
L. E. Q. certainly errs, in believing for an instant 
that a bloody war would havearizen had not “*Wrap- 
up-his-tail ’’ and not“ Hang-up-bis-tail’”’ been killed 
by the first fire. The position and force of troops 
was so admirably arranged, that the whole tribe of 
Crows, or for matter of that, of Sioux, could have 
been wiped out in short notice. And bands of 
Crows, by the bundreds, came in and surrendered, 
long before ** Snow-bearer ” was killed; a couple of 
shells judiciously applied took all the fight out of 
them. 
prevented more bloodshed, the absence of which 
L. E. Q. seems so much to deplore, and itis hardly 
for us of the lower regions to judge the humane 
actions of our superiors. 

L. E. Q. further states that desertions occur daily 
at this post; that is untrue, and if he would take the 
trouble of looking up the records in the A. G. O., he 
would tind that the percentage of desertions at this 
post is smaller than in any other post of the same 
size. The few desertions that do occur are generally 
perpetrated by mawvais subjects, such as the Army 
is only too glad to get rid of, and if they only would 
keep away afcer they have deserted, the U.S. would 
be the gainer. 

The statement that the most considerable part of 
the duty is to serve as officers’ valets, is a gross mis- 
representation of a soldier's life. No enlisted man 
is compelled to do any work of that kind, and if a 
few do volunteer to do tbat kind of work, for the 
sake of the extra pay, they do it of their own free 
will, and a refusal todoany work of that kind would 
by no means tower the soldier in the eyes of his 
superiors. The officer’s servant is any way getting 
to be a thing of the past, as officers themselves pre- 
fer a civilian, if such can be obtained—by no means 
an easy matter in a place like tbis. 

The fatigue duty is at a minimum at present and 
was for some time, and I heard no man complain in 
that direction. There are some that will growl on 
general principles and are liable to create a wrong 
impression in a stranger’s mind. But itis a known 
fact, that every good soldier is more or less of a 
growler. I believe that these few corrections of 
L. E. Q.’s statements will tend tw give a fairer view 
of soldiers’ tife in Fort Custer and convince L. E. Q. 
that it is no duty of any kind to be an officer’s ser- 
vant, is not required of anybody except by his own 
choosing, and does not take up any part of asol- 
dier’s time whatsoever, as such work has to be done 
in the soldier's free time and in addition to his 
special duties as asoldier. If L. E. Q. would lhsten 
to the crack of the rifles from 6 A. M. to 4 P. M. daily, 
he would be liable to get a better conception of sol- 
diers’ duties, and the manner of execution of same 
at this post. G.

THE FORT LEAVENWORTH SCHOUL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE distinguished soldier now at the head of the 
Army and the new Adjutant General will, we hope, 
be inchned to adopt the suggestion of Lieut. Wag- 
ner, 6th Inf., made in the July number of the Jour- 
nal of the Military Service Institution in an article 
upon the Fort Leavenworth School. He says: “The 
name of each graduate of the School should be 
marked in the Army Register witb a star, or with 
some other indication of his graduation. This seems 
particularly desirable in the case of officers pro- 
moted from the ranks or appointed from cvil life. 
The letters ‘M.A.’ after the name of each (West 
Point) graduate give some indication of his qualifi- 
cations; but there 1s nothing to sbow whether an 
officer who enters the Army through other gates 
tban those of West Point is aman of the highest 
scholarly and military attainments, or a man who 
merely knew enough to squeeze through the limited 
examination required for his appointment. Every 
officer who graduates at the Infantry and Cavalr 
School has a good military education; and it is 
nothing more than justice to him that the fact be 
known to all who see his name on the official list.’’ 

The existence of the School at F.t Leavenworth is 
unknown to the country at large. It is ignored in the 
latest edition of the Army Regulations. Itsbould have 
the same recognition by Congress as the Military Aca- 
demy at West Point; “ yet,’ again to quote from Lt. 
Wagner's admirable article, “the Infantry and Cav- 
alry School rests only upon a War Department 
order; and, far from receiving the same recognition 
as West Point, 1t does not receive as much attention 
from those who shape our wilitary policy as the 
Military Prison does. * * * Butitis not too much 
to hope that the preparation of officers for the duties 
of war muy yet be considered quite as important to 
the nation as the punishment of enlisted men for 
the misdemeanors of peace.” 

Let sll graduates and well wishers of the School 
unite in seeing that the suggestion of Lieut. Wagner 
in regard to their houorable mention in the Army 
Register is carried out. 








INTEREST ON RETAINED PAY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


GENERAL OrpeERS No. 63, H. Q. Army, current 
series, Girects that upon conviction of offences pun- 
isbable at the discretion of Courts-martial, a soldier 
may suffer the retention by the Government of the 
whole or a portion of his monthly pay, to be ren- 
dered up only upon final statement at discharge. 
There can be no doubt of the excellence of this in- 
novation, in very many instances, upon the older 
system of total forfeiture by an enlisted man. lno- 
asmuch, however, as, under the law, & balance of 
pey retained by request for the soldier now yields 

im at the rate of 4 per cent. interest up to time of 
discharge, the question arises, Does the modicum of 
pay witbheld or retained against consent earn for 

im an equal percentage, or none at all? The Gov- 
ernment certainly profits , the possession and use 
of the money during the time specified, or that for 


which the soldier remains in service upon bis papers 
Of enlistment. Should it, then, or not, allow bin

tained as above? And if it deny him such, ought 
not the fact to be set forth in due form in the sen- 
tence of the court before which the soldier is tried? 
As, say, “ten dollars of his monthly y to be re- 
tained without ¢ ” ete. All this may, per- 
haps, appear hypercritical, but the point advanced 
is none the less one better to be put at once beyond 
cavil. So atleast it presents itself to the under- 
signed, and not impossibly to others.

CONCERNING ARMY RE-ENLISTMENTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE present system of placing a premium on 
om gate | of service of enlisted men, by increuse of 
pay and retirement, is injurious not only to the 
Service but also to the country at large. Outside of 
keeping the peace among the [udians, which could 
be just as well done and much cheaper by a local 
police force, there is no reason for the existence of a 
regular fighting force, except it be to instruct the 
people for war. As far as the officers of the Regular 
Army are concerned, a permanent corps, thor- 
oughly educated in all military branches, such as we 
now have, is useful. To bring the rank and file up 
to the same useful standard, and give the country 
the greatest possible benefit in return for its money, 
its personnel should be changed as frequently as 
possible. 

Under the existing system of five years’ service, 
and re-enlistments, at the end of 20 years we would 
have, if the proper material were recruited, few, if 
aoy, more drilled men, capable of bearing arms, than 
we have now. Thatis, we would have some 20,000 
men of 40 or more years of age, who would have 
every inducement toserve ten years more when they 
would be retired, incapable of going to war. 

On the other hand, with two years’ enlistment and 
no re-enlistment, except of —_ enough picked men 
to fill the necessary quota of non-nommiussioned offi- 
cers, and bo retired list, at the close of 20 years some 
250,000 citizens, well drilled and capable of active 
service in the field in time of war, and still young 
enough to enter civil pursuits successfully, would be 
secured. 

In other words, the Army would give the tax- 
payer the worth of the money it costs. A man who 
cannot be taught the duty of a soldier in two years 
cannot be in twenty. it may be argued that this 
aystem puts too much labor on line officers, but if 
instructing "nen be notthe chief duty of line offi- 
cers, in time of peace, what is it ? 

The time will come when the taxpayer will ask 
bimself whether he is not paying too much to offi- 
cers whose principal military occupation is parading 
abaodful of old men who have nothing more to 
learn, nothing to fight, and precious little to guard 
that could not be guarded much cheaper by watch- 
men. Switzerland, with its small population and 
meagre treasui y,surrounded by immense armies held 
under the contro! of inimical and ambitious powers, 
keeps a corps of well-trained officers employed in 
drilling the people, not a select few, and can thus at 
short notice throw 100,000 well-drilled men ints the 
field, and we might !earao a lesson from her. Respect-

SHATTUCK SCHOOL, FARIBAULT, MINN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I HAVE recently attended for the second time the com- 
mencement exercises of Shuttuck School, located in the 
beautiful town of Faribault, Minn., and have also, pre- 
viovsly, on two occasions, thoroughly inspected, under the 
orders of the War Department, tbe military branch of this 
institution. In all these visits I have been favorably im- 
pressed with both the scholastic and military features of 
this school for the education of zones men and boys. The 
school grounds are extensive and well laid out in walks and 
drives. Frum the wooded bluffs on which the bandsou.e 
stone builuings stand a fine view of the city and surround- 
ing country can be had. The tine academic buildings are 
furnished with all the conveniences and comforts to be 
found in the best educational! estab.ishments in the country. 
These buildings face on a small and well kept parade ground, 
on which the eee exercises are conducted during the 
summer months. The Rev. James Dobbin, D. D., is the 
rector of the school, and Lieut. Asa T. Abbott, 0. 8. Army 
(retired), is the commandant of cadets and military .n- 
structor. All the pupils in the school are enrolled in the 
corps of cadets, hanosomely uniformed in gray, and armed 
with the cadet rifie, in use at the Military Academy at West 
Point. 

The battalion is composed of four compapies. The drill 
and discipline of the corps is excellent. The military in 
struction includes infantry and artillery drill and lectures 
on military subjects, and is carried on so qpetomasionty 
throughout the academic year as to bring the corps toa 
high state of proficiency without in the least interfering 
with study. The close observance of a military routine, 
such as stated roll calls, marching to lectures, to meals, to 
chapel, etc., aids materially in maintaining good discipline 
in the school. The facilities furnished by the school au- 
thorities fur instruction in tactics are excellent. A large 
stone building, well warmed and lighted by electricity, 
known as “* Armory Hall,” is used during the winter season 
andinclement weather for drill purposes. In connection 
with the armory is a well equipped gymnasium. 

The faculty of the school give hearty encouragement to 
the military department, and manifest a desire to make it 
effective not only as a means of physical culture, but be- 
cause it is the best system by whicb habits of neatness, 
promptness, and exact obedience to recognized authority, 
and a scrupulous regard for the pupil’s word of honor, can 
be attained. Punishments for iutringing the rules and 
regulations of the schoul are strictiy military. The means 
by which the violatioas of t rules ure brought to the 
knowledge of the rector, the ultimate authority in tne 
school, are entirely military in their character. A number 
of the graduates of the institution are sons of officers of the 
Army, and | know of no schoolin the country where offi- 
cers can send their boys to better advantage than to Shat- 
tuck, tur the educationa! standard is h and the military 
instruction 18, as I baye said, exact and thorough.

On Sunday, July 7, the chaplain, Rev. Dr. May- 
vard, preached to a large congregation on the 
point of land back of headquarter tents. The next 
day the active work of the week commenced. The 
9th Regiment at home has a must miserable place 
to drill in—a building condemoped for drill pur- 
poses some years ago, so that it was never possible 
to drill more than one company at atime. The 
practice and work accomplished in camp therefore 
way be said to be very good. Certainly it improved 
each day, and at the end of the week the regiment 
went away feeling that its time had been exceed- 
ingly profitable. So also with the 10th Battalion. 
At home in Albany the companies are scattered, 
each having its own drill hall. There bas been a 
certain amouut of rivairy and ill feeling 
among the companies, which was a bindrance to 
the well being of the battaliov. Again, its com- 
manding officers felt more or less discouraged at 
home; but in camp all this was changed. The 
commanding officer had bis command together, 
and just as he wanted them, and he surprised 
the battalion and every one in camp by the 
thoroughness of his discipline and drill. The com- 
panies were all excellently drilled in company drill, 
but no one expected or even thought that the best 
battalion skirmish drill ever seen at Peeksxill would 
have been done by this command, which had never 
before bad one. Yet it was so. Intervals and 
alignments were well kept, and men made to re- 
alize that responsibility s0 necessary on the skirmish 
line, where the result sometimes depends on one 
man, and where the very worst thing possible is the 
“touch of the elbow,” and the feelicg of depend- 
ence on one’s neighbor. The battalion did well in 
all its drill, and the contrast with the Ninth was 
very marked. In the matter of guard duty, the 
guard mounting the first day was very poor, but 
Adjutant Dechert from that day improved, and 
certainly understood his work well. Guard duty 
the firat day was fairly well performed, owing to 
the strenuous efforts of Captain Lorigan, officer of 
the day, who was coatinually visiting his sentinels 
and instructing them. The next four days there 
was an officer of .he 10th Battalion on duty as 
either officer of the day or officer of the guard, and 
the work of instruction was thoroughly carried on 
by him, so that towards the end of the week there 
wus‘a great improvement. The men of the Ninth 
before coming to camp were poorly instructed, 
and a great many of their officers were in like con- 
dition as regards guard duty. One captain of the 
Ninth, detailed as odicer of the day, appeared at 
guard mount with a white belmet on, so filthy that 
every one noticed it. He swinoked a cigar up to the 
time the guard was presented to him, and after- 
wards, in walking through a street with the inepec- 
tor on duty. smoked another, and a short time 
afterwards appeared aguin in the street with his 
coat off. 

It is needless to say that the guard of that day was 
not well instructed. In fact the great trouble with 
the 9th is that some of their officers are exveedingly 
poor. The men are all willing to learn, and taken 
usa whole were very orderly. Some of the officers 
are as good as will pe found in any regiment, but 
some areso poor that until they are either dis- 
charged, or turn over a new leaf, they will provea 
drawback to the regiment. Inthe matter of mili- 
tary courtesy, the regiment has much to learn. The 
meu were not thoroughly sted, and even ove or 
two of the officers seem to think that because 
sentinels did pot salute after retreat, all salutes 
should cease. The camp was kept well policed and 
clean, ana the regiment can give lessons to the bat- 
talion in that respect. On Saturday, July 13, the 
quarters left by tbe 9th were clean and respectable, 
but those vacated by the 10th Battalion were very 
dirty. In fact two or three officers of the battalion 
tried to spoil the good record made during the 
week, by slacking up in discipline and allowing 
carelessness 1n their companies the last day. 

Taken as a whole the week was a good one. The 
regiment goes back improved, aud Col, Seward 
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knows more about his officers, who are good and 
who are poor, than he did. The 10th Battalion goes 
back witha a united feeling, the rivalry has given 
place toa healthy emulatien, and a new armory is 
under process of construction that will advance mat- 
ters still more. The artillery detachment from the 
ist Battery, on duty this week, was poor; in fact the 
worst that has beenin camp this year. It was re- 
lieved by a detachment from the 2d Battery. A 
strange innovation has been introduced by Col. 
Phisterer in this camp at parade. After parade 1s 
dismissed the companies march by in review past 
the commanding officer, and are under charge of 
their let sergeants. The artillery detachment that 
fires the evening gun consists of six men and a ser- 
geant, chief of detachment. 

After the gun is fired, the piece is ** limbered-up,”’ 
and the men required to stand attention, until the 
companies march by in review, when they fall! in be- 
hind the last company and march tothe further side 
of the parade ground. As they get there, as far off 
from their quarters as possible, the music ceases, and 
the companies being close by and opposite their com- 
pany tents at once marchio. But the poor battery 
bas to come marching down the color line all alone, 
and with no music, and thus makes what is a beauti- 
fuland imposing ceremony, end with considerable 
absurdity. On Saturday, July 13, the 9th Regt. and 
10°h Battin. were relieved by the 23d Regt., which 
brought into camp about 630 officers and men. The 
good of the camp as a school of instruction has 
never been proved better than during this 
week. A regiment that has no placeto drili in at 
home, except by companies, reports in a condition 
that may be likened to new scholars at school. It 
goes through the course, and each day shows a 
greater ratio of progress than any organization that 
bas yet reported, and at the end of the week, grad- 
uates with a finish equal te that of many other regi- 
ments. Col. Seward has reason to be justly proud 
of the work accomplished, and the record for the 
week. Likewise the commander of the 10th Bafttln., 
although his companies were in excellent condition 
as regards company functions before coming into 
camp. One company in particular, Co. B, Captain 
aoe has no superior, and but few equals in the 
Guard.

PENSIONS FOR STATE SOLDIERS. 


THE first pensions awarded to members of the N.G.S. N. Y. 
under the act of the Legislature passed in 1887, entitled “An 
act to provide for the payment of pensions to members of 
the National Guard and their families in certain cases,” 
were approved July 11, 1889, by Gov. Hill. Prior to the act 
of 1887 a member of the National Guard who might be in- 
jured in the service was without remedy and could not re- 
cover from tbe State any compensation therefor. Several 
claims bave been presented and properly examined and six 
of them were finally acted upon July 11, 1889, and approved 
Gov. Hill. Thev are as follows: Abram 8. Aldrich, of 
orwich, allowed $72 a month: tor loss of both arms and one 
eye; Thomas J. Lawrence, of New York City, allowed $24 a 
mooth for lossof useof left arm: Charles M. Spyder, of 
Saratoga Spriogs, allowed $10 a month for loss of use of 
ankle; George H. Viener, of Rochester, allowed $24 a month 
for loss of use of right arm; Carl Meisner, of Elmira, allowed 
4 a month for loss of right arm; Charles W. Earl, of 
nby, allowed $4 a morth for loss of thumb of ieft band. 
These pensions are all to begin from June, 1887, tke date of 
approval of the State Pension act, and continue during the 
life of the pensioner.

wth of jars on the left bas been trimmed out so that 
t is at least 50 feet wider than 1t was last year. 

About 100 feet back of the targets a crib 200 feet long, 10 
feet high and three feet thick has been built and filled with 
sand: this will be a backstop for bullets and wil! shut off 
from view the glaring expanse of white sand which was 
previously so trving to theeyes. In front of the turgets the 
whole surface has been given a top dressing of soil and clay 
and seeded down with rye and clover. 

The range bas also been carefully graded, and is now de- 
void of ridges or hollows. From the target to 600-yard 
firing point the ground has a siope towards the the south of 
two feet in 225, which is sufficient to carry off all water. A 
fence on either side of the range extends down to a line 
with the sand crib, the width at this point being about 400 
feet. A telephoue connection has been mave between the 
pits and the firing points. A gravel road extends around 
the four sides of the grounds. The mess halls have been 
floored and tin roofed. Thedrainage bas been improved.

Drilling Tr; men didn’t appear to know the first 
principles of a soldier ; some of the captains have a habit of 
using theirsword as a persuader to help men execute a 
movement; the captain of one company used his sword 
like a club. 

2d Battalion.—Officers and men present, 176; total on roll, 

A serviceable looking lot of men. They were drilled 
in single rank, in their dress uniforms. The battalion com- 
mander could not bave taken the comfort of his meu into 
consideration ; marching them around the flelad at carry 
arms for fifteen minutes at a time made the men look some- 
what exhausted; and drilling in heavy dress uniforms, this 
cannot be wondered at. The drilling was fair. 

3d Battalion.—Officers and men present. 169; total on roll, 
237. Driilin single rank, under Major Snyder; errors cor- 
rected, manual and diseipline very good, shows greater im- 
provement of any organization in camp for the week; guides 
snappy, distances well kept. 

ist Battalion.—Officers and men present, 139; total on roll, 
240. Drilling was fair,men not properly mstructed; com- 
manding officer had habit of giving untactical commands: 
for example, firing by wing after right wing had fired. he 
kept them at position of aim until left wing had fired; then 
gave the command load to right wing. 

Gatling Gun Co. A.—Officers and men present, 28; total on 
roll, 40. Had skirmish drill under Gen. Drake. Eulisted men 
are old in the service; intervals very poorly kept, consider - 
- Mng but 20 men were present on drill; no snap, no dis- 
cipline. 

Gun Detachment, 2d Regt., Lieut. Henry Weinhagen, 
commanding, shows very great improvement in drill during 
week. There were other gun detachments in camp that 
were better drilled, but Lieut. Weinbagen brought an en- 
tire new detachment and at the end of the week had a corps 
to be proud of. 

As a whole, the men appeared anxious to learn, and 
were most willing to do their duties and are com- 
posed of as hearty and sturdy a class of menas can be found 
in any State. It is not their fault if many of their officers 
are unable properly to instruct them. It is not their fault 
if they do not kuow the meaning of proper discipline. It is 
the fault of the officers, and that is where the trouble lies. 
The officers do not, as a rule, appear to realize the responsi - 
bility that rests on their shoulders. It was a common oc- 
currence to see a field officer’s tent full of enlisted men at 
all times of the day and night. The police of the camp was 
not what it should have been. Your correspondent did not 
see any part of the camp properly policed while there, and 
the consequence was that company streets, officers’ streets, 
and the parade grounds were, eritically speaking, in very 
bad condition. There should be sentry boxes erected to 
protect the sentry in wet weather. 

The sanitary condition o! the camp was very good. I was 
surprised to note the absence of the State colors. The hos- 
| is complete in all its appointments and is in charge of 

ospital Steward J. A. Wolverton, of the 2d Brigade Staff— 
a po-ition yn created by special act, and is the only 
position of its kind. 

Guard Mount and Sentry Duty.—Brigade guard mounts 
were held at 9A. M.; regimental guard mounts at 8 a. M. and 
5P.m. The brigade guard mount consisted of details from 
each organization and numbered about 80. Non-commis- 
sioned officers brougbt on details, instead of commissioned 
Officers, three officers of the guard and one field officer of 
the day. Ceremonies very fuir, but men were not properly 
instructed in opening and closing boxes. Regimental guard 
mounts for the week showed little improvement as regards 
the officers of the guard. It was a common occurrence for 
an officer to give his commands with his sword sbeathed 
On Thursday afternoon's guard mount two men of the 
Battalion were without gloves. On regimental guards they 
use the 12-hour 7. Men consequently do not get the 
instruction that they should. Officers or non-commissioned 
officers did not go round to inspect their sentries. Chain of 
sentries on brigade guards entirely too long. They should 
have had at least three advance posts. Calls were, as a rule, 
sounded on time. Posting of sentries very bad; two cor- 
porals went out with every relief. The countersign was not 
given tothe sentries or pon-commissioned officers of the 
guard, and in some cases the officers of the guard. Your 
correspondent in going through the line officers’ street_was 
arrested five times by different regimental guards. Each 
time I was compelled to wait at the guard tent from 15 
minutes to an hour before the officer of the day appea 
and received my countersign. A captain of the 4th Regi- 
ment, who was junior officer of the day of the brigade guard 
when your correspondent was brought into the guardbouse 
at the point of the bayonet, in the bands of the corporal. 
said that I had no business with the countersign and orde 
me to my quarters, after I had explained whol was. He 
also said that no sentries have the countersign at any post 
but No.1. The above opinion regarding the countersign | 
learned was according to the instruction given.

CALIFORNIA. 


THE recent letter of Adjt.-Gen. Orton relative to 
bands, which was copied by the San Francisco 
papers, contained a number of errors—so many, in 
fact, as to make it almost ridiculous. The following 
is a true copy of the letter in question: 

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S Pree | 
SACRAMENTO, July 4, 1889. 


To ~ A Commanding Officer, 2d Brigade, N. G. C., San Fran- 
cisco : 


Srr: It has come to the knowledge of this office that the 
regimental bands of the Ist and 3d Regiments of Infantry 
and the 2d Regiment of Artillery bave refused to parade on 
the occasion of the celebration of the 113th anniversary of 
our independence, as provided by law and as directed in 
General Orders from these Headquarters, which required 
all of the State military forces stationed in San Francisco 
to parade in that city. It is understood that they refused 
to parade in obedience to orders from some trade union or 
similar society. If such is the case, then some non-military 
authority has more power overa part of the military force 
station in San Francisco than the Commander-in-Chief, 
and if so, now is a better time to learn it than to to wait 
votil an emergency arises, and they or otber similar socie- 
ties array themselves against the law and the officers ap- 
pointed to administer the same. Therefore the Commander - 
in-Chief directs that you proceed in this matter in accord- 
ance with the law and the Regulations governing the Na- 
tional Guard of this State,

The San Francisco Report, referring to the recent 
“strike” of enlisted bandsmen of the California 
N. G., portrays the following scene from™~ battle io 
the year 1924, when union principles shall have car- 
ried the day: , . 

General Commanding (to aide)—Give my compli- 
ments to Gen. Hoffmeyer and tell him to bring up 
his division at once and drive the enemy off those 
heights there. 

Aide (returning)—Gen. Hoffmeyer's regrets. But 
he bas ascertained that the enemy's line at that 
particular point is composed of non-union regi- 
ments. He therefore cannot fight them with aunion 
division. He also requests me to state that if the 
battle proceeds with any scab soldiers in 1t be will 
have to boycott the campaign. 

G. O. 15, July 2, 1889, announces that the Board of Loea-

THE BOOK WALTER-ROBERT STEEL PROCESS. 


Somes months since a brief mention was made in 
“Ordnance Notes” of the circumstance that ex- 
Governor James W. Bookwalter bad purchased in ~ 
France the patents of an improvement upon the 
Bessemer system of steel production and was about 
to install at Springfield, Uhio, a small plant, witha 
view toin ucing the process in the United States 
Reeognizing the obaracteristic desire of a clever 
business man to avoid publicity as toan enterprise 
during ite tentative stage, no further allusion has 
been wade to the matter; but the development bas 
been so ereditable to the American exploiter, and 
the results secured are so important to the steel in- 
dustry and of such essential interest to our readers, 
that we very gladly publish such facts as have come 
to our knowledge. 

The very important improvement upon the 
Bessemer principle of producing steel in 
converters, known in the United States as 
the Bookwalter-Robert steel process, sbould 
be credited originally to Mr. Gustave L. Rob- 
ert, managing director of the steel works at 
Stenay, in the Department of the Meuse. The 
stenay Works has a European reputation for 
general excellence of output and especially for the 

rfection of its castings ae to material and quality. 

teel rails being a large integer in the pane pro- 
duction, the expert head of the establishment has 
antares? given constant attention to his Bessemer 
plant, with a yiew both toimproving the standard 
ef product and economizing in the details orf the 
proe so that the invention is the legitimate out- 
eome cf long continued, serious study, and not, as 
often happens, the inspiration of a lucky moment. 
As one writer upon the subject remarks, impressed 
by the obvious simplicity of the improvement, it is 
nevertheless “the only wonder that he never 
thought of it before.” 

While the molten iron is undergoing its change 
into steel in the Bessemer converter, it is known to 
many of our readers that, though separated from 
the furnace in which the melt was effected, the heat 
to whieh it is subjected is not only continued but 
increased by the forced admission of oxygen from 
the atmosphere into the metal bath. This oxygen 
enters at the bottom of the converter, by a forced 
blast, through sayeres having direction perpendicu- 
larly upward, through and against the mass of 
metal in fusion. The tendency of a forced biast 
acting normally against a mass heavy, uny rte 
and incompressibie, in thus forcing its way upward, 
isto violently agitate the whole body in asingle and 
uniform direction, with the naiural effect of segre- 
gating impurities and resisting anything like homo- 
geneous conditions. This feature of the forved 
blast, while it has been the essential property and 
characteristic of the Bessemer process, bas also been 
its defect—a defect which has limited its possibili- 
ties to rapid and relatively cheap production of one 
be of metal only. 

he improvement, which M. Robert's extended 
practival experience and receptive observation hive 
conean in the Bessemer process, touches essen- 
tially the faulty disposition of the forced blast; in- 
stead of arranging a petturs of tuyéres at the bot- 
tom of the cooverter, he admits the blast upon its 
side, horigontally with the upper surface of the 
melt, Thus the oxygen, impelled with great force, 
euters the converter at the edge of the fluid mass 
and -similarly agitatesit with great violence, but, 
so far from a ry: effect, creates homogen- 
eity, ey first banking ap the slag and other impuri- 
ties on the top and against the opposite interior of 
the converter, and coincidently causing a rotary 
motion of the melt, throwing ,jt over and over ina 
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circle as long as the blast is continued, and exposing 
every partof the metal to the influence of the air. 
Practically this is a more perfect puddling process 
than can be operated by manual or mechanical 
means, and it must pot be forgotten that Krupp 
vaunts bis puddled steel as the best factor of the cru- 
cible charge for his heavy gun castings. 

It is not necessary to detail the chemical action 
upon the molten metal, which succeeds the en- 
trance of the oxygen, the decarborization being 
effected the same as if the blast were admicted at the 
bottom of the converter, and the ferro-manganese 
added similarly ut the conclusion to recarbonize the 
melt. The heat created by the absurption of the 
oxygen is, however, considerably more intense than 
under the conditions of the ordinary process. This 
produces two very important results; the period of 
conversion, averaging half an hour, :is shortened 
several minutes, and the fluidity of the metal is 
much more perfect, an unquestionable incident tu 
its greater homogeneity. This perfect fluidity is so 
pronounced that, in its quiescent state, the melt re- 
tains its condition for a considerable time, and can 
be poured with great deliberation into the ladles of 
various capacities and out of their nozzles into the 
moulds, or other receptacles, without leaving 
“skulls,” and with all the lambent flow of cast-iron. 

It is weil known that Krupp utterly discredited 
the qualities of Bessemer steel for any other uses 
than rails and constructive anpliances. ln the re- 
cent volume, “Krupp and De Bange,” translated 
from the French of Monthaye by Major Michuelis, 
U.S. A., Prof Frémy, the great German authority 
on gun-metals, is quoted as follows: 

**Can this metal be used for guns? This question 
is of great importance to ordnance officers, for Bes- 
semer can be made cheaply and quickly—important 
considerations nowadays. But thestructural appli- 
cations of Bessemer steel have a limit, and I confess 
I dare not recommend its use for gun metal. I have 
experimented a good deal with the converter, I have 
watched its workings for many months, I know how 
a low and strong metal can be obtained ; still I must 
say that this process, so simple, so direct, yielding 
almost at once large ingots of steel, does not yet 
guarantee that constancy of product so absolutely 
essential in gun —— 2 Many things combine to 
make Bessemer irregular and the converter does 
not permit the same examination of ingredients as 
does the crucible. As regards impurities in the iron, 
it must be borne in mind that the vharge 1s treated 
less than half an hour, consists of tons of metal, and 
that consequently the time must be too brief to in- 
sure the complete elimination of anything injuri- 
ous to streugth.” 

** We thus see,”’ says Monthaye, * how Frémy dis- 
poses of Bessemer as a gun metal, but we must in 
fairness add that this opinion is accompanied by a 

roviso, a prudent precaution against what the 

uture may have in store for us. “ By continued 
careful study of the Bessemer process, [ have no 
doubt but that the serious defects described may be 
overcome.” 

The results of the Bookwalter-Robert improve- 
ment—though we do not pretend to say they have 
absolutely overcome the defects suggested by Prof. 
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Frémy—certainly seem to be flattering approaches | 
in that direction. Gov. Bookwalter has had but a 
few months to develop his enterprise in; yet he has 
set up his plant and produced in a Bessemer con- 
verter specimens of steel of a uniformity and ex- 
cellence of standard, and suited to a vanety of 
uses, that are certain to change any old or precon- 
ceived ideas of the possibilities of Bessemer. In- 
stead of a metal which never could be forged but 
only rolled, and which was only available for rails, 
beams, etc.. he shows the most perfect castings, 
admirable for sharpness and finish, bars of tool 
steel of the finest temper, horse-shoes, axes, and, in 
fact, a variety of instances of usefulness more com- 
prehensive than has been credited to the average 
Open-Hearth product. The following figures from 
a test of a bar rolled directly from an ingot are sig- 
pificant as to the qualities of a gun steel, though 
the test was made ai an early stage of the produc- 
tion in this country : 

Carbon, 35; area of cross section. .18; breaking 
load, 18,800 Ibs.; tensile strength, 101,000. lbs.; per- 
centage of elongation, 25.6; percentage reduction 
of area, 50; elastic limit, 60,000 Ibs. 

_A mild steel, carrying less than .05 of carbon, 
similarly tested, gave the following report : 

Elastic limit, 35.600 lbs.; tensile strength,’ 59,000 
Ibs.; elongation, .44 per cent.; reduction of area, .67 
per cent. 

The maximum capacity of the Book walter- Robert 
mill at Springfield is 100 tons of metal per day. At 
Detroit, the Michigan Steel Co., a reorganization of 
the vld Detroit Spring-steel Co., has adapted its 
Bessemer plant tothe production of steel by the 
improved process, and is able to turn out 200 tons 
during the 24 hours. The Chester Steel Casting Co., 
of Chester, Pa., one of the best known organiza 
tions iu the country, is =lso making such alterations 
in its plant as are necessary, with a view to ao ouc- 
put daily of 100 to 150 tons. 

The relative economy of the new process in com- 
parison with the old Bessemer is a conspicuous fea- 
ture of the Bookwalter- Robert improvement. 








AS TO PRIVATEERING. 


rue question is being discussed in several journals 
throughout the country as co whether, in case of 
war with England, the practice of privateering, 
which proved so effective a weapon of warfare in 
1812, is still available to the people of this country. 
There does not appear to beany reasonable doubt in 
regard to the matter. The European powers, by 
the treaty of Paris, agreed to abstain from priva- 
teering in wars among themselves, but the United 
States expressly refused to join in that treaty, and 
18 1n DO Mauner bound by it. Eogland, practivally, 
employed privateers to destroy our mercantile ma- 
rive during the civil war; for, although they were 
made to carry the so-called flag of a nominal gov- 
ernmeut, they were built, equipped, dispatched and 
recoaled in British ports, and were, in trutb and in 
fact, British vessels. It is true that England paid an 
inadequate indemnity for the damage she did us, 
but that was because she did not usea due “dili- 





gence” to prevent the employment of such vessels 


against a nation with which she was at peace. If 
England and the United States had been at war with 
each other the case would have been different. In 
that event no claim would have been preferred, or 
listened toif it had been. By an early declaration 
ot war England could have averted a billof dum- 
ages, but in that case would have suffered from our 
reprisals. She could not pretend to be at peace 
with us, and make war upon us at one and the same 
time, without payiug for the damage, whenever we 
tound ourselves in a position to collect the bill. 
That was all that the Geneva Arbitration Award 
meant. In order that there might be no doubt 
hereafter as to the duties and obligations of each 
power towards each other, they agreed, in the treaty 
of Washington, to what was known as “the three 
new rules.”” But these are silent in regard to pri- 
vateering, and changed nothing in reference thereto. 
They simply lay down the duty of neutrals towards 
belligerents. If England, for instance, were at war 
with Russia, we should have “to use due diligence to 
prevent the fitting out, arming or equipping of any 
vessel intended to cruise or make war against a 
ower with which we are at peace.” But we are as 
ree DOW as we were in 1812 to use privateers against 
the power which may be at war, and there can be no 
doubt of the use we should make of our right. To 
employ or abstain from employing privateers is 
simply a question of expediency. As we should 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose, it 
would be a folly, we are not likely to commit, to 
voluntarily abandon so effective a weapon for the 
crippling of an enemy.—San Francisco Newsletter. 








THE GERMAN ARMY. 


ITaKeE the German Army as the highest ex- 
isting type of the military system and organizations 
which the changes effected in armies by the French 
Revolution have led up to, and much as [ admire 
that army as asoldier, 1 admire it still more as a 
citizen. Great as it is for war, it is infinitely greater 
as a national school for the moral, mental and phy- 
sical training of the people. Designed exclusively 
for war, it bas become the most important of peace 
institutions. Lo itall Germans are trained to strength 
and taugbt the first principles of personal cleanli- 
ness and of health. There they learn to be honest and 
manly, and are taught the excellense of those vir- 
tues which serve to make men good subjects and 
law-abiding citizens. lt is the school of the nation, 
in which deep love of fatherland is fostered and 
cherished, and where all classes learn that there is 
bonor in obedience and nobility in self-sacrifice. 
The principle that merit should be adequately re- 
warded, which according to Carlyle was the uncon- 
scious desire of the French Revolution, is realized 
almost perfectly in the German Army of to-day. 
The German non-commissioned officer after serving 
twelve years with the colors knows that he will be 
offered civil employment on the railways or in the 
police or the customs forces, and that this civil post 
will be one higher in honor, and generally with 
better pay attached to it, than he would have been 
at all likely to reach in the open competition of life. 
And so he devotes himself to his duties when in the 
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Kodak.

THE AUSTRIAN NAVY. 


ANOTHER addition was made to the Austrian 
Navy ny the launching on May 18 of the ram-cruiser 
Franz Josef [., from the yards of 8. Rocco in the Stab- 
ilimento Tecnico Triestino. Her dimensions are :— 
length (over all.) 103.7 metres; length (between per- 
pendiculars,) 97.9 metres; greatest breadth (outside,) 
14.8 metres; draught (bow,) 5.28 metres: draught 
(stern,) 6.05 metres; displacement on the construc- 
tion water line, 4000 tons. The armament consists 
of two 24-centimetre and six 15-contimetre Krupp 
breech-loaders of 35 calibre length, two 7-centi- 
metre Uchatius guns as an armament for the boats 
and for landing purposes, eleven Hotchkiss quick- 
firing guns, and several torpedo-launching ports. 
Indicated horse power with natural draught, 6,400, 
speed 17.5 knots; with forced draught, 9,800, speed 
19 knots. The ship is built of steel, and constructed 
according to the “‘ double bottom” system along the 
engine, boiler, and ammunition rooms. The vaulted 
armor-deck, extending 1.25 metres below the water 
line and protecting the most vital parts of the ship. is 
057 wetres thick. There are more than 100 water 
tight compartments below and above the devk. A 
protecting belt of “cellulose” is provided for the 
engines and boilers extending from the armor-deck 
dowr wards, The two maio guns, placed on Krupp’s 
bydraulic carriages, occupy positions in front and 
rear, and are protected by stands 0.09 metres thick 
and 1.60 metres high. They fire en barbette with a 
lateral range each of 260 degrees at bow and stern 
—i. €.,130 degrees on either of the broadsides. The 
weight of the barrel of the gun is 25 tons, that of the 
steel shell 215 kilogrammes (about 430lbs.,) that of 
the brown powder charge 100 kilogrammes; initial 
velocity of projectile, 610 metres; penetration, 
0.524 metre iron; longest range, 17 kilometres (about 
104¢ English miles;) range at 15 deg. elevation, 10 
kilometres. The six 15-centimetre guns are placed 
in a kind of machicouli arrangement in two tiers 
en each of the broadsides, so tbat always four guns 
can fire in the direction of the keel to the frout and 
rear. The weight of the barrel of the gun is each 
six tons, that of the steel shells 51 kilogrammes, 
that of the charge 22 kilogrammes; initial velocity, 
610 metres. The 11 quick-firing guns are partly placed 
along the broadsides, partly in the masts, of which 
there aretwo. The triple-expansion engine, having 
each a bronze screw of 442 metres diameter, with 
3 blades and a rise of 6.3 metres, make with natural 
draught 105 revolutions, and with forced draught 

The pumping apparatuses are able to liftin 
one hour 400 tous of water. The front boiler-room 
contains a special cylindrical boiler for the work- 
ing of the electrical apparatus, for hydraulic pumps 
of the artillery service, for anchor windlasses, ven- 
tilators, fire-engines, etc. The wholeengines weizh 


890 tons. The bunkers have a capacity for 660 tons 
of coal, which allows for a run of 4,500 sea miles. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Lorp GEORGE HAMILTON, speaking at the Consti- 
tutional Club on Wednesday, said in August the 
German Emperor would see ac Spithead the most 
powerful fleet that bad ever been assembled together, 
and every one of the ships composing it would be 
ready at a moment's notice to go on active service. 


DvuxinG trials on the Resistance with wooden tor- 
© bombs, near the centre boom a mine repre- 
senting the guncotton charge of a Service White- 
head was suspended a few feet below the water. On 
this being electrically exploded the concussion was 
so violent as to smash the middle boom and to dis- 
place both of the others, so that the whole of the 
netting fell into the water. 


CONSUMPTION in the German Army being greatly 
dreaded by the authorities, since the recent Parisian 
Medical Congress pronounced that the disease was 
contagious, the War Minister bas decided that the 
chest of every soldier be measured once a month. 
If the chest does not reach @ certain breadth, and 
does not develop with drill and sthietic exercises, 
the soldier will be disqualified, as predis d to 
consumption and likely to infest his comrades. 


*“* BYSTANDER" writes to the Morning Post on the 
subject of cavalry remounts: “It is idle to say 
there are a certain number of horses registered as 
suitable, from their shape, age, appearance, and 
breeding, to fill cavalry vacancies, when these same 
animals are solely u in omnibuses, tramears, and 
similar work ; in other words, ‘draught horses’ pure 
and simple. Would any sane person care to trust 
to animals like these to maintain the prestige of our 
cavalry, apart from the iniquity of sending our cav- 
alry soldiers into the field on such animals ?’’ 

Tue torpedo-boat catcher Planet, built to the 
order of the Austro-Hungarian Government, and 
launched at Jarrow June 25, is a steel twin-screw 
torpedo gunboat, or to1 pedo-boat destroyer, of the 
following dimensions: Length over all, 220 feet; 
length between perpendiculars, 210 feet: breadth, 
moulded, 23 feet; depth, moulded, 13 feet; mean 
draft, 8.4, and displacement, 480 tons. The engines 
are capable of developing with forced draft an in- 
dicated horse power of 3,500, which will propel the 
vessel at a mean speed of 204¢ knots. The armament 
consists of two 80 mm. quick firing guns, one placed 
at each end of the vessel; sight similar guns of 47 
mm. calibre, placed along the side; and three tor- 
pedo tubes, one placed in the bow and the othertwo 
amidships, both on one carriage, and capable of 
launching torpedoes on either side of the vessel. 
The bull is built entirely of steel, and the vessel is 
lighted internally throughout by electricity, about 





70 lamps being required for this purpose. 





THE question of the clipping of horses was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Central Lustitute of Vet- 
erinary Surgeons in Paris, the general opinion 
being more or less in favor of clipping as long as 
this was done in the latter half of October before 
the commencement of winter, especially for horses 
that are given to sweating through work, food, or 
their natural constitution; on the otber hand, horses 
doing little or slow work, and those engaged in field 
work, ought not to be clipped. 

AT a paper read before the South African Philo- 
sophical ety, Mr. R. H. Gammersiey-Heenan, 
M. Inst. C. E., stated that owing to the ravagss of 
the teredo and that other marine pest, the Chelura 
terebrans, the greenheart timbering of the jetties 
constructed in 1878 at Port Elizabeth, which cost 
£25.000, would shortly have to be replaced. The 
Chelura terebrans is said to be even more destruc- 
tive than the teredo, as it always attacks the ends 
of the timber or the joints of the framing. 

AN experiment made at Spithead, June 26, con- 
sisted of a trial to blow up a supposed enewy’s ship 
coming through the Needles Channel witha “Bren- 
nan torpedo,” launched and worked from Hurst 
Castle. The target was an old coal bulk called the 
Monarch. Mr. Brennan, to show his complete con- 
trol, first made a feint and apparently missing bs 
object by a few yards, made the torpedo turn and 
follow the ship, which was then abouta mile and a 
half distant; she was quickly overtaken aud bit 
fairly in the centre.
